Contracts in the steel industry 
also extend two years. They can 
be reopened for wage rates at the 
end of one year, but pension 
terms are fixed for five years. 
In coal, John L. Lewis agreed 
to a two-year pact, but has the 
privilege of ending it at the end 
of one year. | 

These longer contracts have 
some element of gamble both for 
management and labor. Both are 
looking into the future and fixing 
their terms on an appraisal. Some- 
body might guess wrong. But 
some of the bigger unions and 
firms now seem to figure that tak- 
ing a chance is worth avoiding a 
knock-down wrangle once every 

rear. 

7 G. M. and the UAW have taken 
some of the guesswork out of the 
future. The company has pretty 
well fixed its labor costs and as- 
sured steady production of auto- 
mobiles. The union has won an 
annual 4-cent hourly wage boost 
for its members, plus a right to 
get more money if living costs 
go up.

How Wage Plan Works. 

The average General Motors 
worker, making 31.65 an hour 
now and working a 40-hour-week, 
will fare this way under the wage 
provisions of the new contract: 
Next Monday, when the pact 
goes into effect, he will get the 
first of five annual guaranteed 4- 
cent hourly pay boosts. 

This will bring his wage up to 
$1.69 an hour. Three cents of this 
is considered cost-of-living allow- 
ance, left over from the old con- 
tract. 

The most the worker can be 
cut over the full five years is 
this 3 cents. In other words, his 
wage floor for the first year is 
$1.66, regardless of how much 
prices might go down. 

On May 29, 1951, he will get an 
additional guaranteed 4 cents, 
making his floor for the sécond 
year of the contract $1.70. This 
will go up to $1.74 for the third 
year, $1.78 the fourth year and 
$1.82 the last year. 

Of course, some wage boosts 
gained -because of cost-of-living 
increases during the life of the

WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP) 
Two Federal Trade Commission 

today asked the FTC 
to reopen hearings on price-fixing 
charges against virtually the en- 
tire steel industry. They said 
there is new evidence the FTC 
should hear. 

The motion was = in ap- 

rent anticipation com- 
— will turn down the indus- 
try's proposal for a consent set- 
tlement of the charges. 

It was filed by Richard P. 
Whiteley, FTC director of litiga- 
tion, and Everette Maelntyer, 
chief of the division of anti- 
monopoly trials. Both are on rec- 
ord as opposing the industry's 
suggested settlement. 

Four Points Listed. 

They told the commission they 
wish to offer new proof on the 
following points: 

1. Showing “more clearly the 
nature, extent and effects” of 
the basing-point system which 
FTC has attacked. 

2. Showing an alleged agree- 
ment to prevent increases in 
steel-producing facilities— 
a charge in the original com- 
plaint which the two said was 
not backed up in the evidence 
so far offered. 

3. Alleged collective action 
by the industry to prevent re- 
ductions in railroad freight 
rates. They indicated this 
would support FTC’s charges 
that the industry, by charging 
„phantom freight” by rail even 
when products were shipped by 
water or truck, stands to gain 
by high rail rates. 

4. Additional showing of 
price data and other sales prac- 
tices of certain of .the com- 
panies. | 7 

Charge by FTC. 

The FTC complaint, filed in 
1947, charged the American Iron 
and Steel Institute and about 100 
steel fir with conspiracy to 
maintain uniform prices and with 
using the basing-point system as 
the method of doing so. 

Under the basing-point system, 
freight charges are figured from 
a “base point” although the actual 
shipment may be made from some 
other place. For instance, the 
freight charge on steel sold in 
Georgia might be figured from 
Birmingham even though the steel 
was shipped from Pittsburgh. 

After long hearings, the indus- 
try last December offered a pro- 
posed settlement of the case. 
FTC’s lawyers have divided on 
whether to accept. 

The proposed settlement, would 
bar the industry from selling 
without having a_ price listed 
to sell at that price; from co-op- 
erating in the preparation and dis- 
tribution of rate books for the 
pricing of steel products; and 
from agreeing among themselves 
on a base price at which steel 
would be sold. 

If FTC should reject this offer, 
the companies have said they will 
reinstate motions to dismiss the 
charges.

55,000 members in the United 
States. 

McGrath said Americans don't 
have to look under their beds 
each night for a Communist” be- 
cause the FBI is fully alert and 
fully active day and night.”

“We know of no Communist in 


However, McGrath said, Amer- 
icans should be “equally deter- 
mined” that there will be “no 
Gestapo in the United States and 
no witch hunts violating the 
rights of our people.”

Last year in the same period, 
employment declined by 100,000. 

A total of 42,800,000 workers in 
these non-agricultural and non- 
military jobs was reported this 
year, approximating the level of 
April 1949. 

Unemployment dropped sub- 
stantially for the second succes- 
sive month, It declined to 3.500, 
000 in April from 4,100,000 in

Fenton, consisting of eight 
blocks, with an official population 
of 171 in 1940, is distinct from 
the surrounding and larger un- 
incorporated area, known by the 
same name,in southwest St. Louis 
county.

Actually, the only substantial 
clue it got from Fuchs was a 
physical description which fits 
hundreds of persons.

How FBI Operated. 


Here, on the basis of informa- | 
tion developed as a result of 4 
quiries made by the United Press 
in various cities, is how the FBI 
did it: 

The FBI search started last fall 
after it had determined that 
someone had betrayed atomic se- 
crets to Russia. This led to the 
arrest by Scotland Yard of Fuchs 
in England last February. How- 
ever, nothing in Fuch's confes- 
sion or in his indictment actually 
named Gold. 

All the FBI got from Fuchs 
was this composite picture of the 
man it wanted: 

A man about 40 years old, 5 
feet 8 inches tall; weight 180 
pounds, stocky build, slavic ap- 
pearance, receding forehead and 
a round face. 

At the outset, the FBI was cer- 
tain that the man it wanted was 
a chemist, engineer or bacteriolo- 
gist—someone of superior intelli- 
gence and familiar with the com- 
plexities of atomic sciencé. The 
FBI also knew that Fuchs had 
been in Santa Fe, N.M.; Boston, 
Cambridge, Mass., and New York 
City at certain times. It also pro- 
ceeded on the theory that the go- 
between for Moscow and Fuchs 
was someone connected with a 
laboratory. 

Furthermore, the FBI set 1945 


as the target year—the last year 
that Fuchs was in this country. 


York in the summer of 1944 for 
the Los Alamos (N. M.) laboratory 
where the first atomic bomb was 
being. assembled. FBI agents went 
to Santa Fe and checked bus 
lines, airports, travel agencies, 
hotels and garages. Other agents 
reviewed EBI files. They came 
up with a firm list of about 1200 
suspects. 

One by one, the field was nar- 
rowed down—to several hundred, 
then to scores, then to 12, to six 
to three and finally to one—a 
man named Harry Gold of Phila- 
delphia. 

Questioning of Gold. 

About eight days ago, FBI 
agents started questioning Gold. 
He seemed to fit Fuchs’s descrip- 
tion: Short (5 feet, 6 inches tall); 
stocky (163 pounds); receding 
forehead; round face; a scientist 
(biochemist); foreign  vrigin 
(Gold’s parents were born in Rus- 
| sia). 

FBI agents asked him to ex- 
plain his activities over the years 
-~——where he had been; what he 
had done. This information was 
cross-checked by. other agents 
throughout the country. They 
found inconsistencies in Gold's 
story. 

Then came the clincher. 

Gold denied ever having been 
west of fhe Mississippi river. 
However, when agents pointed 
out that he seemed to know a 
lot about Santa Fe, Gold broke 
down.

Last year “a light mast” was 
an overstatement, to say the least, 
for the acorn crop was almost a 
total failure.

Squirrels at this time of year, 
when the season first opens, have 
no certain food supply such as 
they have a month later when 
mulberries begin to ripen or in 
mid-August when they start har- 
vesting hickory nuts. They will 
often be found on the ground dig- 
ging for grubs and eating elm 
seeds, buds, edible roots, or even

Soviet Russia has again been put on the spot 
by France, Great Britain and the United States. 
It has been asked—in separate notes from each 
of the three Western governments—to disband 
the East German military organization which it 
has been maintaining in the guise of a police 


the country demilitarized. The breach of this 
obligation is equally clear. There are 560,000 


the men are trained to use these military weap- 
ons. That makes them not policemen, but 
soldiers. 

It may be true, as the American protest states, 
that this force is negligible so far as its présent 
military capabilities are concerned. Morale is 
low because of the way the men are treated by 
the Russians. But this is hardly the point. The 
force could become the nucleus of a significant 
Russian-East German military organization. And 
even as it stands, it is a fairly effective weapon 
for coercing the civilian population. 

Furthermore, it exists in violation of Russian 
pledges, particularly those given at Yalta, and 
confirmed at Potsdam. Its existence, therefore, 
is an indictment of Russian sincerity. It is one 
more illustration that the Kremlin acts to suit 
itself, regardless of international commitments. 
K is one more specific example of the kind of 
unilateral action which makes anything like 
normal relations with Moscow impossible. And 
it shows how clearly the onus falls on the East, 
and not on the Western powers. 

Unfortunately, we cannot be optimistic about 
Russian compliance with the French-British- 
American demand for demobilization. Yet the 
timing of this protest may serve an effective 
purpose. There are, in fact, signs that the Rus- 
sians may not go as far in the “march on Ber- 
lin” as their propaganda has suggested. The 
protest against the East German police force 
certainly backs up Mayor Ernst Reuter's warning 
that any attempt to “conquer” the western sec- 
tors of Berlin will be stubbornly resisted. 


For what it is worth, the latest word from 
Gerhart Eisler, spokesman for the authorities of 
the Soviet zone, is that the youth demonstration 
will be “peaceful,” and that there will be no 
provocation of Western authorities. Well, he 
knows that those authorities are prepared to 
deal with provocations—and with their gloves 
off. 

The protest to Moscow was made as a result 
of the conference of the French, British and 
American foreign secretaries. So it is a further 
demonstration of Western solidarity as well as a 
reminder that the Russians have “destroyed 
world confidence in the sincerity” of their pro- 
testations of peaceful intentions. 

It is up to the Russians to repair their own 
ruined reputation. Meanwhile, the West stands 
firm.

W. T. Collins is a man who goes to public 
hearings. In fact, he has just appeared at a 
housing clinic which was invaded by leaders of 
the Real Property Owners’ League, who 
plumped for the death of rent control.

But it does remind us that 
the international climate was far different five 
years ago. 

Moreover, as the New York Herald Tribune 
says, the affair occurred in a period when th. 
argument over our long-range policies toward 
China and Japan was at its hottest. Since there 
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were widely divergent views as to how to pro- 


ceed, the Herald Tribune fairly says that “mis- 
takes in policy that may have eventuated must 
be treated as honest mistakes.” 

What needs to be known is whether Commu- 
nist agents were able to influence these deci- 
sions in any way and through whom, if anyone, 
these agents worked. It will be a benefit to all 
concerned, including those whose names have 
been brought into the case, to have the Amer- 
asia affair cleaned up.

It may well be that there are good answers. 
If so this is the time to provide them. Senator 
McCarthy can be expected to exploit the Amer- 
asia case if the Tydings committee does not 
give it a thorough accounting.

Congressional Democrats are finally 
crawling out of their foxholes and begin- 
ning to talk back to Senator McCarthy. 
For some three months Senator Me- 
Carthy seemed to them to be a whole se- 
ries of time bombs. No one could pre- 
dict when he would explode, in what di- 
rection the explosive force would move, 
or the power of the explosion. It seemed 
wiser and safer to 
let him have his 
fling. 

Now it’s different. 
The difference is 
that the explosive 
Senator from Wis- 
consin has been 
channeled into what 
is both a promising 
and also a politically 
safe direction—rela- 
tively.

Of course, he may 
not remain chan-

un able, as 
closest Republican Joseph C. Harsch

But the course of the whole McCarthy 
affair has taken a new turn which is go- 
ing to be interesting, which may well come 
up with some real “spy” sensations from 
the past, and which can do relatively lit- 
tle political damage.

Originally the State Department was the 
target. No one can ever accuse Senator 
McCarthy of not trying to find card-carry- 
ing Communists in the State Department. 


Worth Looking Into 


His efforts had the effect of making the 
departments own security staff work over- 
time on the same task. The department 
roster, which already had been combed 
half a dozen times, has been given another 
thorough combing since then, with every 
possible assistance from the FBI. 

But so far the total factual result of 
this researching of the department is to 
disclose one unresolved question about one 
individual—John Stewart Service.

, Amerasia was a magazine. On June 6, 
1945, its offices in New York City were 
raided after it had printed an article which 
paralleled a secret OSS report so closely 
as to arouse suspicion. The raid uncov- 
ered a considerable quantity of classified 
government documents. 


The case was brought to trial on a Sat- 
urday morning under circumstances which 
would make it appear that unusual efforts 
were taken to. hush the whole thing up. 
Six defendants were indicted originally, 
but only two ever were brought to trial. 
The Government attorney recommended 
against jail sentence. 


No evidence ever was introduced into 
the court record to show that one of the 
defendants, Philip Jaffe, had a long Com- 
munist party record, although voluminous 
information of this character existed. Why? 


A Bipartisan Project 


The committee set up to investigate the 
McCarthy charges intends to find out the 
answer—if it can.

hat they may discover is that the case 
was hushed up to try to keep the Russians 
from learning at the time that their spy 
net had been broken and its members 
were known to our intelligence agents. 


But the case might prove more inter- 
esting. It also might turn out that it was 
considered impolitic at the time to have a 
Russian spy story breaking in Washington 
when official relations vere still friendly. 
It might have been something more sinis- 
ter. But it is an unexplained mystery. 

It's high time that it be explained. Its 
explanation might clear a number of inno- 
cent persons of wrong suspicion as well 
as expose some who were guilty of es- 
pionage for a foreign government. It also 
could serve as a useful escape valve for 
the head of steam generated by the heat 
of the whole affair. 

With this prospect ahead, and the fail- 
ure so far to make good on the case 
against the State Department behind, Dem- 
ocrats now are willing for the first time

We flew over the city of Beaumont and its famous nearby field 

of Spindletop. It was at Spindletop, in January, 1901, that oil began 
giithing just 10 days after the beginning of the new century, It is 
desertbed as the most spectacular oil discovery that had been made 
up to that time—the first salt dome field. It might be said to have 
laid the basis for the Machine Age. After all these years, Spindletop 
is still operating. You can see the old wooden derricks in juxtaposi- 
tion to the new metal ones, and nearby are great tank farms. 


* TURNING BACK toward Galveston over immense pine forests, 
you follow the rather ugly shore line of the Gulf and see ships 
plying through the intercoastal canal that continues all the way to 
orida. Galveston, a forlorn kind of place in a way, has become 
the weekend playground and hot night spot for Houstonians. You 
see the seawall, the roofs of the Buccaneer and the Galvez and the 
pier where Sam Maceo’s famous gambling place, the Balinese Room, 
is loeated. On occasion, when Maceo is visited by the Texas Rangers, 
there is plenty of time to dispose of the gambling equipment before 
the pier can traversed. 

Leaving Galveston, we circled Texas City, where that terrible 
blast occurred three years ago. A ship loaded with chemicals ex- 
ploded. It took about 500 lives, did about 30 per cent damage to 
wharf industry and destroyed or damaged 50 per cent of the resi- 
dences. It completely ruined the vast Monsanto styrene plant. 
Today the Monsanto plant has been rebuilt and has been in operation 
for some time, while most of the other damage has been repaired. 
At first glance, there was no trace of the disaster, but as we flew 
closer piles of debris * be . as bo as gutted structures.

Since the Japanese were 
forced to withdraw, no one has 
succeeded in setting up a govern- 
ment that is able to govern—that 
the mass of the people respect or 
fear, and feel bound to obey. 


Chiang Kai-shek could not do it 
in China. France has not been 
able to do it in Indochina. The 
Burmese, who were granted inde- 
pendence, have been unable to do 
it in Burma. The British, who re- 
turned to Malaya, are in a seri- 
ous plight there. We are not very 
secure in Korea. President Qui- 
rino is unable to govern the 
Philippines. The Dutch were una- 
ble to govern Indonesia and the 
Indonesians. We must hope for 
the best. The breakdown of gov- 
ernment is universal in the region 
conquered by Japan: neither the 
Europeans nor the Americans nor 
the Asiatics have been able to re- 
store government. 


Incidents in Malaya. 


Consider, for example, the sit- 
vation in Malaya where, as The 
London Economist describes it, 


“After 23 months of effort against 
the Communist guerrillas, the 


emergency has reached an alarm- 
ing . stage. In spite of 
great effort by troops, police, and 
civilians, the morale of the ter- 
rorists has considerably improved 
and that of the loyal population 
has deteriorated—a trend which 
can end only in disaster.” 


There are now about 250 “inci- 
dents” per month—that is to say 
250 ambushes or murders or fires 
or holdups each month. The Bri- 
tish are the most experienced of 
all the powers in these matters. 
Malaya is a vital British interest 
which has been strongly support- 
ed from London, The British 
have sent their own troops to Ma- 
laya—the Guards Brigade. They 
have organized the ce and a 
constabulary. But, r some

The Philippine army and police 
are not suppressing them. They 
are not really containing them: 
The truth seems to be that, like 
all successful guerrillas, the Huks 
have widespread popular support. 
In the areas they have seized, 
they have redistribyted the land. 

The British experience in Ma- 
laya and the American in the 
Philippines are worth studying 
very thoroughly and ponderin 
deeply. The British have retain 
their authority and have backed 
it up with their own troops. We 
have renounced our authority, 
have given the Filipinos not only 
complete sovereignty, but also 
enormous financial assistance and 
a total and absolute military guar- 
anty against foreign intervention. 
Yet in the Philippines and Ma- 
laya the governments are unable 
to govern successfully against the 
increasing violence and resistance 
of guerrilla forces which, though 
they are organized and led by 
Communists, receive very little 
direct material help from the So- 
viet Union. 


This seems to indicate that. the 
military problem in this part of 
the world is not soluble by the 
conventional military forces which 
the Western nations are used to. 
Against the guerrilla fighters — 
small bands of men with rifles 
who disappear in the jungle or 
into the mountains or, simply re- 
turn to their farms, the great en- 
gines of modern war — the ar- 
mored divisions, the aircraft car- 
riers, and the bomber fleets—are 
not of much avail. They are like 
using a baseball bat to get rid of 


a swarm of mosquitoes.

The way 
it worked out, however, was that 
for months. on end there might 
not be many things for sale in 
Italy that Britain wanted. 


So trade slowed down in spite 
of the fact that France might 
want to buy a lot of things in 
Italy but lacked the lira to buy 
them with.

“It was one of those weekends 


justly infamous—cold, damp, fog- 
gy,” the Duke writes in describ- 
ing how he met his future wife 
on a fox hunt in 1931. “Wallis 
did not ride and obviously had no 
interest in horses, hounds or 
hunting in general. She was also 
plainly in misery from a bad cold 
in the head.” 

The Duke, then Prince of 
Wales, had been informed that 
Mrs. Simpson was an-American. 
He did the sporting thing and in- 
quired whether the lady missed 
the central heating of her native 
shores, fully expecting this to be 
reed opening gun for some small 
talk. 

“But instead a verbal chasm 
opened under my feet,” he con- 
tinues. “Mrs. Simpson did not 
miss the great boon which her 
country had conferred upon the 
world. On the contrary, she liked 
the cold houses of Great Britain. 
A mocking look came into her 
eyes. a 

“*T am sorry, Sir,“ she said, ‘but 
you have disappointed me.’ 

In what way?“ 

* Every American woman who 
comes to your country is always 
asked the same question. I had 


‘hoped for something more orig- 


inal from the Prince of Wales.“ 

“Tl moved away to talk to the 
other guests, but the echoes of the 
passage lingered,” the Duke 
writes. Yet Mrs. Simpson could 
not have made an indelible im- 
pression on him, for the next 
time he met her at a party in 
London he is supposed to have 
asked the hostess: Haven't I met 
that lady before?” 

When he became a casual caller 
at the Simpson apartment, one of 
the main points of attraction for 
the Prince was the cuisine, which 
he éonsidered unsurpassed in 


London. “Having been raised in, 


Baltimore, where a fine dinner 
is measured as one of the highest 
human accomplishments, Wallis 
had an expert knowledge of cook- 
ing,” he fondly recalls. 

But there were other qualities 
that drew him to the woman for 
whose love he was to renounce 
the throne in 1936. 

“She was surprisingly well in- 
formed about politics and current 
affairs,” her royal husband re- 
members. “I was impressed by 
her habit of reading the four 
leading London newspapers every 
day from cover to cover. She kept 
up with the latest books and knew 
a good deal about the theater. 
Her conversation was deft and 
amusing. But most of all I ad- 
mired her forthrightness. 

“If she disagreed with some 
point under discussion,” the Duke 
continues, “she never failed to 
advance her own views with vigor 
and spirit. That side of her en- 
chanted me. A man in my posi- 
tion seldom encountered that trait 
in other people. Never having be- 
lieved that my offhand judgments 
were infallible, I atways wel- 
comed a chance to argue them 
through—perhaps because I had 
so few opportunities to do so.” 

Suddenly one day—the Duke 
does not tell the time or place— 
he knew he was in love.

I testified ahead of Costello, but 


One 
way to catch Costello and his ilk 
is to subpena their income tax re- 
turns. They subpena loyalty files 
to find out about Communists. 
Why not look at the tax returns 
of mobsters? My experience shows 
that gamblers are pretty candid 
on their tax forms. 

I think that if the Internal 
Revenue people would concen- 
trate on putting crooks in jail 
instead of collecting their money 
we might get some place. There 
is also something wrong, it seems 
to me, in collecting a $100 Fed- 
eral tax on each running slot ma- 
chine and talk at the same time 
about banning their transporta- 
tion across state lines. 

Money is a racketeer’s stock in 
trade. He uses it like a carpenter 
uses nails. As long as he stays 
in the rackets he has money to 
give away. He only stops giving 
it away when he goes to jail. But 
the last racket hotshot I remem- 
ber going to jail for income tax 
evasion was Al Capone. 

Whether the mobster gives 
away his money in fines or bribes 
makes little difference. The cor- 
rupt cop knows that and if a 
gambling joint is on his beat he'll 
ap the hoodlum and say, 
“Gimme a hundred bucks a week 
or else I'll pinch you once a week 
and you go to court and pay it in 
fines.” In effect, fines are gam- 


licenses. 

The racketeer operates under 
the thesis that everybody has his 
price. For some cops it’s just a 
cup of coffee or a drink. As the 
scale goes up, the mobster meets 
it. He refuses to believe that a 
lot of cops are immune to bribery. 

Take the state of Ohio. Now 
we have shut down wires, phones 
and tickers for gamblers in 
Youngstown. And no 
about it: Gamblers have as much 
of a weapon in communications 
as professional gunmen—we call 
them “torpedoes”—have in guns. 
Take away their communications 
and you've crippled them.

Fighting rackets is an unpopu- 
lar thing for a police officer to 
do. He has to buck the politicians 
and the criticism of his brother 
officers. The public is, usually 
apathetic. The majority will be 
with you, but the majority has 
no articulate voice. For a good 
many years now I have made talks 
at public meetings and on the 
radio, for when the public is 
aroused it will support reform. 
I recall Senator Charles W. Tobey 
of New Hampshire remarked that 
Mayor Charles P. Henderson, who 
brought me here from Erie, Pa., 
in 1948, obviously thinks that one 
man with God is a majority any- 
way.

HEN I had testified for an 
hour and 20 minutes the sen- 
ator shook my hand and said 
we need fewer professional poli- 
ticians to run for public office 
and more men like “Chuck” Hen- 
derson.

self and my toughest job hasn't 
been collecting enough evidence 
to put him behind bars. In my 
history as a law enforcement offi- 
cer and that of my father before 
me we've had to knock our heads 
against walls of political protec- 
tion which the smart hoodlum 
manages to erect around himself. 
It has been my experience that 
behind every successful racketeer 
there is a political protector who 
helps him keep out of jail. 
Hoodlums love to contribute to 
political campaigns, including 
campaigns of men not necessarily 
corrupt, and I put it to the Sen- 
ators quite frankly: “Where funds 
running into the millions are in- 


volved,” I said, “the politicians 


are not too eager to move against 
them, and that goes on ang polit- 
ical level.” 

What I meant was simply this: 
Suppose you're running for office. 
You need money to finance the 
campaign. Vou can’t give lie de- 
tector tests to everybody who 
hands your campaign manager a 
contribution. It may not be evi- 
dent that the money comes from 
racketeers. The hoods work these 
things through middlemen, and 
as we know all money smells 
alike. ) 

So you’re elected and you're 
approached to do the gambling 
interests a good turn. You refuse. 
Pretty soon your attention /is 
called to that sizable campagn 
contribution which you never 
solicited but did accept. You are 
asked to come across—or else the 
news might leak out that you did 
take tainted money to get elected. 
So Perhaps you bend backward in 
favor if the racketeers. First you 
bend a little. Later you bend 
more. 

One way to handle that situa- 
tion is to make sure that the 
gamblers won't have so much 
money to give away.

the rackets is to stop listening to 
the old-time political cops who 
still tell an honest, aggressive po- 
liceman that he'll wind up in the 
sticks unless he plays ball with 
the hoods. True, my father 
fought the politicians in Erie and 
stayed a patrolman all his life. 


I tried to fight the rackets in 
Erie, succeeded to some extent, 
but stayed a patrolman for 10 
years. But in Youngstown I found 
aR administration that backed me 
— plenty of hell and high 
water. 


I think the Youngstown story 
shows that honest enforcement 
run by honest government can 
clear up 95 per cent of the coun- 
try’s gambling headaches. The 
Federal Government should do 
the rest by cracking down on 
inter-state communications and 
other means of moving gambling 
information and paraphernalia 
from state to state. 


Perhaps the roulette wheel of 
politics will spin around and 
chase me out into the sticks yet. 
Maybe I am something of a 
gambler myself because I've de- 
cided to take my chance on that.
